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Hospital announces registration changes for July 1st 


ORANJESTAD - Several 
days ago the Aruba hospital 
completed the process of actu¬ 
alizing their registration sys¬ 
tem. To maintain the validity 
of the information they have 
registered they are dependent 
on the information they receive 
from their patients. To achieve 
this the hospital is reminding 
everyone about the documents 
they must submit at the mo¬ 
ment they appear for registra¬ 


tion at the hospital. 

As in every other part of the 
world, there are different cate¬ 
gories of patients. In Aruba we 
have the following categories 
of patients: 

1. Patients who are co¬ 
vered by the AZV (national 
sickness insurance) 

2. Patients who do not 
have AZV coverage, but who 
live on Aruba 

3. Patients who do not 


live on Aruba 

Patients who have the AZV 
coverage are required to pre¬ 
sent their valid AZV card at 
registration along with a valid 
photo ID. For minors it is al¬ 
ways advisable that a parent 
accompany them at the time of 
registration. The parent must 
submit the child’s AZV card 
and the ID of the parent. 

A patient who does not 
have the AZV coverage, but

who lives on Aruba must sub¬ 
mit the following documents: 

* a valid photo ID of Aruba 

* or, a copy of a valid work 
permit or residence permit 

In the event the patient has 
a personal private health insur¬ 
ance, it is advisable that they 
show this document. 

Patients who do not live on 
Aruba must show a valid pass¬ 
port and if they are insured by 
a foreign insurance company 
they must show proof of same. 

Patients in categories 2 and 
3 are required to pay immedi¬ 
ately for any service rendered. 
Obviously the amount to be 
paid will depend on the type of 


service rendered. 

These rules are valid for all 
types of hospital services, to 
include admission, revalida¬ 
tion, and emergency depart¬ 
ment as well as for services 
rendered at the offices of a 
hospital medical specialist. 

Through this means the 
hospital intends to provide the 
best possible service to her pa¬ 
tients and expects everyone to 
adhere to these rules to ensure 
a smooth operation. This way 
the hospital will be able to 
achieve a new level of care and 
service to all patients on 
Aruba.

Venezuela's Chavez admits 
cancer treatment while Army 
pledges loyalty

- Venezuela’s army, which in 
2002 launched a failed coup 
against President Hugo 
Chavez, pledged its loyalty 
Friday to the firebrand leader 
after he admitted having had a 
cancerous tumor removed. 

”Of course, I guarantee the 
Armed Forces support for the 
president,” said General Henry 
Rangel Silva, head of the 
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Strategic Opera¬ 
tional Command. 

In a bombshell 
announcement 
that rocked the 
politically polar¬ 
ized South Amer¬ 
ican oil power he 
has led for more 
than a decade, 
Chavez — recov¬ 
ering in Cuba 
where he under¬ 
went emergency 
surgery — ended weeks of 
speculation about his health 
and unprecedented absence 
from public life. 

"Studies confirmed the ex¬ 
istence of a tumor with cancer¬ 
ous cells,” the 56-year-old 
leftist leader said late Thurs¬ 
day in his first televised ad¬ 
dress since being rushed to 
hospital in Cuba on June 10 
during a state visit. 

Venezuelan officials had 
said he was being treated for a 
painful pelvic abscess, but 
Chavez announced that the op¬ 
eration had uncovered the 
tumor and a second operation 
had been deemed necessary to 
remove it 

Chavez did not say where 
the tumor was found or what 
type of cancer was detected. 

In contrast to his famously 
long, improvised speeches that 
often run hours on end and fre¬ 
quently feature diatribes 
against US "imperialism,” 
Chavez's pre-recorded address 
was read from a script in a 
tight 15-minute video. 

Flanked by an image of 
Venezuelan independence hero 
Simon Bolivar and the na¬ 
tional flag, Chavez was visibly 
thinner but animated at times. 

"I have kept informed and 
am in control of the Venezue¬ 
lan government,” Chavez said, 
adding that he has been in 
"constant communication” 
with Vice President Elias Jaua 


and members of his adminis¬ 
tration. 

The president of South 
America's biggest oil producer 
and champion of the Latin 
American left did not, how¬ 
ever, indicate when he would 
return to Venezuela, where he 
has been elected president 
three times since 1998. 

Obama 

nominates 

new 

anti-terror 

chief 

WASHINGTON,(AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama on Friday 
nominated intelligence spe¬ 
cialist Matthew Olsen to head 
the National Counterterrorism 
Center, which works to thwart 
attacks on US soil. 

Olsen, a lawyer who is cur¬ 
rently general counsel at the 
secretive National Security 
Agency, has also served in the 
Justice Department and will 
replace Michael Leiter, who 
stepped down last month. 

If confirmed by the Senate, 
Olsen will join the center as it 
seeks to share counterterrorism 
information and threat data 
across the US government and 
its myriad intelligence agen¬ 
cies. 

At the Justice Department, 
Olsen conducted a comprehen¬ 
sive review of intelligence in¬ 
formation on detainees at the 
Guantanamo Bay camp for ter¬ 
ror suspects as part of Obama's 
so-far unsuccessful attempt to 
close the facility. 

The new strategy comes 10 
years into the US-led "war on 
terror,” launched by former 
president George W. Bush 
after the deadly September 11 
attacks on the United States.

Troops under a former rebel 
commander raped 121 women 
in the Democratic Republic of 
Congo's South Kivu region be¬ 
tween June 11-13, a UN 
spokesman said Friday. 

"According to interviews 
with the medical personnel, 
local authorities and alleged 
victims, the troops raped 121 
women. They also committed 
acts of looting,” deputy 
spokesman Farhan Haq told a 
briefing in New York. 

The information was gath¬ 
ered by UN mission members 
and UNHCR staff,” he said, 
referring to the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 
A second mission is expected 
to go to Niakele in coming 
days, the spokesman added. 

Shortly after the attacks, 
area lawmaker Jean-Marie 
Ngoma said Colonel Niragire 
Kifaru and the roughly 200 
fighters under his command 
were responsible. 

ColonelVianney Kazarama, 


spokesman for the DRC's 
armed forces (FARDC) in 
South Kivu, had previously 
denied that Colonel Kifaru 
was involved in the rapes. 

Kazarama admitted that 
Kifaru had deserted and "taken 
to the bush, because he wanted 
troops (being integrated into 
the regular army) to be taken 
into consideration, because 
they had no water and nothing 
to eat.” 

Kifaru is a former member 
of the Mai Mai tribal militia 
who integrated into the na¬ 
tional army. 

The UN, rights groups and 
foreign governments have 
long complained about im¬ 
punity for heinous crimes 
committed by soldiers in the 
DRC. 

Margot Wallstrom, UN's 
special representative on com¬ 
bating sexual violence in con¬ 
flict, has in the past called 
DRC the "rape capital” of the 
world.

Government 
announces 
strict controls 
on illegal 
garbage dumping 

ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
informative office - BUVO, 
announces that as of August 1, 
2011 government officials will 
continue with stringent controls 
of illegal garbage dumping on 
private properties. The govern¬ 
ment introduced a change in the 
Algemene Politie Verordening 
(APV) - General Police Regu¬ 
lation and art. 55 stating that it 
is against the law to dump 
garbage in private properties. 

On Aruba there are several 
empty plots that are used by 
their owners to dig out sand for 
construction and various uses, 
resulting in large holes that are 
used to dump garbage, thus cre¬ 
ating an illegal dumpsite. 

Besides being very un¬ 
sightly, this practice also poses 
a health danger to the commu¬ 
nity. Vermin of all types live 
and breed there, as do the mos¬ 
quitoes that cause Dengue 
when water collects in empty 
receptacles, and in case of a 
fire, plastic and similar materi¬ 
als create voluminous fumes 
hazardous to the health of those 
living in the vicinity. The 
dumpsite at Parkietenbos is the 
only place to deposit garbage 
legally and responsibly. 

All illegal dumpsites will be 
controlled and sites were sand 
is frequently excavated. If those 
sites do not comply with the 
rules, then all activities on the 
land will be stopped and the 
place will be closed.

Environmental advocate

There Are Now 100,000 
Apps for the iPad 



The owners of Apple's iPad 
now have 100,000 apps to 
choose from, Macstories re¬ 
ports. 

This is quite an accom¬ 
plishment given that the orig¬ 
inal iPad was launched less 
than a year and a half ago, in 
April 2010. In March 2011, 


there were 75,000 apps avail¬ 
able for the iPad; it took 
roughly three months to 
reach the magic 100,000 
number. 

For comparison, there are 
less than a 1,000 apps avail¬ 
able in the Android Market 
for Honeycomb, the Android 
variant aimed specifically for 
tablets (bear in mind that 
many Android tablets are 
based on other versions of 
Android, such as Ginger¬ 
bread and Froyo, which 
makes it hard to calculate the 
exact number of tablet-spe¬ 
cific Android apps). 

As for Apple's iOS plat¬ 
form in general, which the 
iPad shares with the iPhone 
and iPod touch, it recently 
reached half a million ap¬ 
proved apps. 


Pond insect 'loudest 
animal on Earth* 



A tiny 'water boatman' insect 
is the world's loudest animal 
relative to its body size, ac¬ 
cording to a new study. 

Males of the Micronecta 
scholtzi species serenade 
their sweethearts with a 
three-part song made by rub¬ 
bing their genitalia against 
their abdomens, but it re¬ 
mains a mystery how or why 
the creatures make such a 
loud mating call. 

"This insect is a few mil¬ 
limetres in length yet can pro¬ 
duce sound audible from the 
riverside," says the study by 
scientists from France and 
Scotland, published by the 
PLoS ONE scientific organi¬ 
sation. 

The song was recorded at 
noise levels up to 99.2 deci¬ 
bels, "a significant output 


considering the small size of 
the insect." 

The water boatman out¬ 
performed marine and terres¬ 
trial mammal vocalisations, 
the researchers say. 

"Such an extreme display 
may be interpreted as an ex¬ 
aggerated secondary sexual 
trait resulting from a runaway 
sexual selection without pre¬ 
dation pressure," they said. 

They admitted, however: 
"The mechanism behind the 
intense sound production of 
M. scholtzi is not clearly 
identified. There are no obvi¬ 
ous body or external resonat¬ 
ing systems that could 
amplify the sound. 

Micronecta scholtzi are 
freshwater insects measuring 
just 2mm that are common 
across Europe.

Apple-Microsoft group pays $4.5 
bn for Nortel patents 



MONTREAL (AFP) - A con¬ 
sortium led by Apple and Mi¬ 
crosoft won an auction for 
some 6,000 patents held by 
bankrupt Canadian firm Nor¬ 
tel, their $4.5 billion bid beat¬ 
ing Google and Intel, Nortel 
announced on Friday. 

The consortium consisting 
of Apple, EMC, Ericsson, Mi¬ 
crosoft, Research in Motion 
and Sony agreed to pay cash 
for the portfolio of patents 
ranging from wireless tech¬ 
nology to semiconductors, 
Nortel said in a statement. 

The huge sum spent on the 
patents and the involvement 
of many of the world's top 
tech companies reflects the 
fierce battle for intellectual 
property in the tech industry, 
where firms are often hit with 
patent-infringement lawsuits. 

The $4.5 billion price tag 
was three times larger than what 
analysts had initially expected 
Nortel's patents would sell for. 


"That is a staggering 
amount of money," patent 
lawyer Patrick Igoe com¬ 
mented in a post on his Apple 
Patent blog. 

The agreement is still sub¬ 
ject to US and Canadian 
court approval, which will be 
sought at a joint hearing 
scheduled for July 11, Nortel 
said. 

"Following a very robust 
auction, we are pleased at the 
outcome of the auction of this 
extensive patent portfolio," 
George Riedel, Nortel's chief 
strategy officer and president 
of business units, said in the 
statement. 

The news marked a defeat 
for Google, which had said in 
April that it was bidding 
$900 million for the patents 
in a bid to beef up its intellec¬ 
tual property portfolio. Chip- 
maker Intel had also 
expressed interest. 

"This outcome is disap¬ 


pointing for anyone who be¬ 
lieves that open innovation 
benefits users and promotes 
creativity and competition," 
Kent Walker, senior vice 
president and general counsel 
at Google, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"We will keep working to 
reduce the current flood of 
patent litigation that hurts 
both innovators and con¬ 
sumers." 

Google is currently being 
sued by software giant Oracle 
over technology used in its 
Android smartphone operat¬ 
ing system, in one of many 
patent-infringement lawsuits 
that have bedeviled the 
search giant.

Internet Sex Offenders 
Reveal Some Patterns 



— About two-thirds of Inter¬ 
net sexual offenders bring up 
the topic of sex during the 
first chat session with adoles¬ 
cents and young adults, a new 
study has found. 

This and other findings 
highlight the dangers that so¬ 
cial networks can pose to 
some young people, accord¬ 
ing to the researchers who 
conducted the study, reported 
in the July issue of the Amer¬ 


ican Journal of Nursing. 
Among the other findings: 
•More than half of the Inter¬ 
net sexual offenders said they 
disguise their identity when 
online, and most said they 
prefer communicating with 
teen girls rather than boys. 
•More than half of the high 
school girls (56.7 percent) in 
the study knew about sexting 
(sending sexually explicit 
messages or photos electron¬ 


ically), compared with 46.9 
percent of boys. Private 
school students were more 
likely to know about sexting 
than public school students - 
- 75 percent versus 50 per¬ 
cent. 

•Of the 59 middle school stu¬ 
dents who said they chatted 
with strangers online, 32 of 
them said they had met the 
stranger in person, and three 
of these said they were sexu¬ 
ally assaulted or inappropri¬ 
ately touched. 

•Of the 51 high school boys 
who said they had a face-to- 
face meeting with a stranger 
they met online, 33 said 
"something sexual" (consen¬ 
sual) happened, and 10 re¬ 
ported being threatened or 
sexually assaulted. 

•Of the 58 high school girls 
who said they met in person 
with a stranger they met on¬ 
line, 21 said something sex¬ 
ual happened and seven said 
they were threatened or sex¬ 
ually assaulted.

The cartons, each containing 
around 750 smaller boxes, 
were stolen from two of 45 
containers which have been 
held up at the port for months 
as an investigation is launched 
into drugs which have gone 
missing since last year. 

"Those who committed the 
crime are saboteurs of Presi¬ 
dent (Ernest) Koroma's vision 
to bring affordable health to all 
Sierra Leoneans," he said, call¬ 
ing for an urgent investigation 
into the matter. 

Health ministry spokesman 
Abdoulaye Kamara told AFP 
that when the two containers 
were checked, 366 cartons 
were found to be missing and 
the shipment "did not tally 
with the manifest we re¬ 
ceived." 

A police source said the 


missing cartons contained 
drugs, rehydrated salt, insecti¬ 
cide-treated bednets, condoms 
and hospital equipment im¬ 
ported from Denmark by the 
UN children's agency 
(UNICEF). 

Security officials also re¬ 
ported a police and navy patrol 
unit had intercepted two boats 
heading to neighbouring 
Guinea loaded with a huge 
consignment of medicines. 

"All of the consignment 
had the markings of the Sierra 
Leone government/ministry of 
health stamped on the boxes 
and we've arrested a number of 
people," local unit commander, 
Chief Superindent Bakarr Ko¬ 
roma, told journalists. 

Sierra Leone's Anti-Corrup¬ 
tion Commission has set up a 
special task force to probe 
complaints of "blatant and wil¬ 
ful misuse" of the free health 
care programme. 

The 90 million dollar (67 
million euro) free healthcare 
programme for pregnant 
women, nursing mothers and 
children under five years old 
was launched in April last year 
with donor aid from UNICEF, 
the World Bank and the World 
Health Organisation and the 
UK Department for Interna¬ 
tional Development. 




Many countries failing on 
UN hunger goal: 

FAO nominee 


UNITED NATION -Many 
poor countries will fail to meet 
a UN goal of halving world 
hunger by 2015, the UN food 
agency's newly-elected Brazil¬ 
ian chief told AFP Friday in 
one of his first interviews 
since being nominated. 

"Many poor countries will 
not be able to reach the tar¬ 
get," Jose Graziano Da Silva 
said, referring to the aim of 
more than halving the number 
of the world's hungry to 
around 400 million people 
from the current level of 
around 925 million. "Eradicat¬ 
ing hunger by 2015 will not be 
possible," he said. 

Graziano was elected on 


Sunday by FAO member 
states with 92 votes in his 
favour and 88 against, becom¬ 
ing the first Latin American 
leader of the Rome-based 
agency which is tasked with 
fighting global hunger. 

"The countries that have 
shown major progress have in¬ 
volved their societies in the 
issue of eradicating hunger," 
said Graziano, the man behind 
the Zero Hunger programme 
in Brazil. 

Graziano said he expected 
FAO member states to ap¬ 
prove an increase in the organ¬ 
isation's budget,saying: "The 
solidarity of the developed 
world is crucial."

Oil prices ease on 'disappointing' 
Chinese data 


Strauss-Kahn freed 
from house arrest, 
case 'not over' 



NEW YORK, (AFP) - World 
oil prices fell Friday on a 
sharp slowdown for manufac¬ 
turing in China, the world's 
biggest consumer of energy, 
and new US steps toward re¬ 
leasing crude from the Strate¬ 
gic Petroleum Reserve. 


NEW YORK, (AFP) - Zynga, 
maker of FarmVille and other 
online games, filed paperwork 
Friday for an initial public of¬ 
fering aiming to raise about $1 
billion from the markets. 

Zynga expects to raise $1 
billion from the IPO, based on 
a figure used to calculate its 
registration fee. 


Sentiment was also hit by 
downbeat manufacturing data 
in Britain and the eurozone, 
and only slightly positive fig¬ 
ures for June from the United 
States. 

The benchmark WTI 
crude for August delivery on 
the New York Mercantile Ex¬ 
change (Nymex) fell 48 cents 
to $94.94 a barrel. 

In Fondon, Brent North 
Sea for August lost 71 cents 
from Thursday to $111.77 a 
barrel.

Founded in 2007, the San 
Francisco-basedsoftware com¬ 
pany makes notoriously addic¬ 
tive games which run on top of 
social networking site Face- 
book, including Zynga Poker 
and Mafia Wars. 

The company boasts more 
than 250 million players per 
month, dwarfing its competi¬ 
tors in the social gaming 
space. 

According to its SEC filing, 
Zynga enjoyed $235.4 million 
in revenue in the first three 
months of the year, compared 
to just $100.9 million in the 
same period of 2010. 

Though the game is free to 
play, FarmVille players spend 
real money to buy virtual 
goods for their farms, and 
Zynga has come under criti¬ 
cism for deceptive schemes 
designed to get players to 
spend more.

Former International Mone¬ 
tary Fund (IMF) chief Do¬ 
minique Strauss-Kahn 
leaving the New York State 
Supreme Court. 

NEW YORK, (AFP) - A US 
judge released Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn on his "own re¬ 
cognizance" Friday, but pros¬ 
ecutors who consented to the 
easing of bail restrictions did 
not dismiss the sexual assault 
case against the former IMF 
chief. 

The French politician was 
in a New York courtroom for a 


brief but extraordinary hearing 
in the wake of reports that 
prosecutors had grave doubts 
about the credibility Strauss- 
Kahn's accuser, a Guinea-born 
hotel maid. 

While sources suggested to 
US media that the case had se¬ 
rious problems, Judge Michael 
Obus stressed that the "case is 
not over, as you've just heard," 
and Strauss-Kahn's passport 
was withheld from him. 

Strauss-Kahn is now able 
to travel freely in the United 
States and will have his $1 
million bail and $5 million 
bond returned, after prosecu¬ 
tors declined to contest the 
move. 

The sensational twists to 
the case have raised hopes 
among France's opposition 
that the case will collapse and 
the Socialist heavyweight 
could return to politics, per¬ 
haps even as a candidate to 
fight Nicolas Sarkozy for the 
presidency in 2012.

Women's rights 'great struggle' 
of 21st century: Hillary Clinton

The struggle for women’s 
rights is a touchstone of the 
21st century, US Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton said at a 
conference in Lithuania, 
known for its female top politi¬ 
cians. 

"We can see that in the 19th 
century the great human rights 
struggle was against organised 
slavery. In the 20th century, the 
great struggle was against total¬ 
itarianism," Clinton told a ses¬ 
sion of the Community of 
Democracies focused on 
women. "The great struggle of 
the 21 st century is to ensure that 
women are fully given the rights 
they have as human beings, in 
their families, in their societies 
and in the world," she said. 

FormerSoviet-ruled Lithua¬ 


nia is currently in charge of the 
Community of Democracies, 
an informal grouping of more 
than a hundred democratic 
countries set up in 2000. 

Its East European members 
are keen to share know-how 
built up over two decades since 
the collapse of their region's 
communist regimes. 

Clinton lauded Lithuania, a 
European Union member of 
three million, for setting a 
benchmark for others due to 
the number of women in top 
political posts. 

"Just look at Lithuania 
today — it has not only con¬ 
ducted a very successful chair¬ 
manship of the Community of 
Democracies but it is setting a 
high standard to the rest of us - 


- a female president, a female 
speaker of parliament, a female 
finance minister and a female 
defence minister," she said. 

While some democracies 
use gender quotas to ehance 
the role of women, Gry¬ 
bauskaite said this week that 
she did not think they were al¬ 
ways needed. 

"In some countries — which 
are just starting to think about 
allowing women to walk a 
street or remove their covers, 
or let them drive or walk on a 
street alone — maybe quotas 
would be the first necessary 
push in such countries to pro¬ 
tect women's human rights," 
she said. 

Also in Vilnius was Presi¬ 
dent Tarja Halonen of Finland 

— a country often held up as an 
example for women's rights — 
who said quotas could also be 
applied to men. 

"It is also the other way 
round. In certain sectors there 
is a large majority of women, 
in others, men dominate. In the 
city council of Helsinki, we no¬ 
ticed there were female-domi¬ 
nated commissions for social 
welfare. We started to use quo¬ 
tas of 40 percent reserved for 
men," she said.

LEVERKUSEN (AFP) - 
Homare Sawa scored a hat- 
trick to put Japan through to 
the quarter-finals of the 
women's World Cup with a 4- 
0 rout of Group B rivals Mex¬ 
ico Friday as England battled 
past New Zealand 2-1. 

The 32-year-old from 
Tokyo stole the show in Lev¬ 
erkusen as she helped lift ’the 
Nadeshiko' to just their sec¬ 
ond quarter-finals after 1995, 
with Shinobu Ohno also find¬ 
ing the net for the Japanese. 

England are on the verge 
of their third quarter-finals in 
as many appearances in the 
tournament despite suffering 
a scare in Dresden. 

A first-half goal from 
Sarah Gregorius had put the 
New Zealand Ferns into a 
shock lead before Everton 
midfielder Jill Scott equalised 
and then substitute Jessica 
Clarke hit the winner. 

With four points, England 
are almost assured of a place 
in the last eight after 1995 
and 2007, but they still face 
unbeaten Japan in Augsburg 
next Tuesday. 

Sawa combined perfectly 
with fellow midfielder Aya 
Miyama to score two early 
goals after 13 and 39 min¬ 
utes, adding her third on 80 
minutes for a Japanese World 
Cup record. Ohno netted after 
15 minutes. 

"Even for myself it was a 
bit of a surprise," said Sawa, 
who is competing in her fifth 
World Cup. 

"I didn't dare imagine I 
could score so many as three 
goals. 

"The first and second were 
in combination with Miyama 
and she really gave me a nice 
ball. You could also say 
they're Aya's goals too." 

Coach Norio Sasaki 
praised the strong team spirit. 

"Individual players didn't 
try to show off their own 
skills but played as a team 
and that was good," he said.

England's sustained pres¬ 
sure early in the second half 
paid off when defender Alex 
Scott curled in a cross 
which Scott headed over the 
out-stretched arms of Kiwi 
goalkeeper Bindon after 63 
minutes. 

But the Kiwis' brief 
dreams of an historic first 
World Cup point were 
dashed after Clarke came 
off the bench to score the 
winner on 81 minutes. 

"We needed the win which 
was fantastic," said Clarke. 

"To be honest, I can't say 
why we haven't clicked so 
far. 

New Zealand are now 
going home after their second 
defeat and are playing for 
pride against the Mexicans in 
Sinsheim on Tuesday, who 
still have a mathematical 
chance of going through, but 
need a goal-packed win. 

The competition continues 
today with Group D leaders 
Brazil and Norway looking to 
gain a foothold in the knock¬ 
out round in Wolfsburg as 
Australia and Equatorial 
Guinea square off looking for 
their first points in Bochum.

Mayweather takes a hit in 
court fight with Pacquiao 



LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten US fighter Floyd 
Mayweather might not be 
climbing into the ring with 
Filipino star Manny Pacquiao 
any time soon, but he has 
taken a hit in their ongoing 
legal battle. 

US District Judge Larry 
Hicks has denied a request by 
Mayweather to delay a depo¬ 
sition in Pacquiao's defama¬ 
tion case against the US 
fighter, who Pacquiao claims 
defamed him by saying he 
used performance-enhancing 
drugs. 


Hicks upheld a lower 
court order for Mayweather 
to give his deposition, which 
had been scheduled for June 
17, saying May weather's re¬ 
quest for a postponement was 
"without merit", having no 
legal basis behind it. 

Talks between Mayweather 
and Pacquiao failed over May- 
weather's insistence that "Pac- 
Man" take blood doping tests 
within three weeks of the fight, 
something Pacquiao did not 
want to do and under typical 
US doping rules would not 
have had to do. 


Dravid, Laxman consolidate 
for India 


BRIDGETOWN (AFP) - 
Rahul Dravid and V.V.S. Lax- 
man beefed up India's lead 
with a 54-run, third-wicket 
stand, carrying them to 143 
for two in their second in¬ 
nings at tea in the rain-af¬ 
fected second Test against 
West Indies on Friday. 

Dravid was not out on 48 
and Laxman was not out on 
26, taking the Indians to an 
overall lead of 154 at the inter¬ 
val on the rain-hit fourth day. 

The visitors' two most 
decorated batsmen drew 
upon their vast experience to 
consolidate their side's posi¬ 
tion, after they lost opener 
Abhinav Mukund in the first 
hour following lunch. 


Mukund was caught be¬ 
hind for 48, gloving a snorter 
from Fidel Edwards, follow¬ 
ing a 63-run, second-wicket 
stand with Dravid. 

Before lunch, India 
reached 62 for one, after play 
started 50 minutes later than 
regularly scheduled. 

India are looking to wrap 
up their second straight Test 
series victory over West In¬ 
dies in the Caribbean. 

They will also be looking 
to create a piece of history by 
becoming the first Indian side 
to win a Test and One-day In¬ 
ternational series in the 
Caribbean - but they will also 
have to overcome their poor 
history here.

Nike signs Vick to new 
endorsement deal 



PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Michael Vick, whose NFL 
career and sponsorship riches 
vanished after being con¬ 
victed for his role in a dog¬ 
fight gambling ring, has 
signed a new endorsement 
deal with Nike. 

Nike spokesmen and 
Vick's agent confirmed the 
move on Friday, a develop¬ 
ment that in many ways com¬ 
pletes a full circle comeback 
for the Philadelphia Eagles 
quarterback after his 20- 
month stay in a federal 
prison. 

"We have re-signed 
Michael Vick as a Nike ath¬ 
lete," a Nike spokesman said. 

"Michael acknowledges 
his past mistakes. We do not 
condone those actions but we 


support the positive changes 
he has made to better himself 
off the field." 

The unique deal is be¬ 
lieved to be the first for a 
major US sport star in which 
an endorser dropped an ath¬ 
lete only to later re-sign him. 

Vick was a star with the 
Atlanta Falcons known for 
his scoring threat as a runner 
or a passer and among the 
NFL's highest-paid players 
before his role in financing a 
dogfight ring became known. 

After losing endorsement 
deals with Nike and other 
sponsors in 2007 before 
being imprisoned, Vick made 
a comeback in 2009 with the 
Eagles and last year took 
charge of the team's offensive 
unit.

Nadal sets up Djokovic 
showdown

LONDON (AFP) - Defend¬ 
ing champion Rafael Nadal 
will get the chance to avenge 
the imminent loss of his 
world number one ranking to 
Novak Djokovic after the two 
rivals set up a Wimbledon 
final showdown here Friday. 

Djokovic ensured he will 
topple Nadal at the top of the 
ATP's latest rankings earlier 
Friday after a stylish 7-6 
(7/4), 6-2, 6-7 (9/11), 6-3 
semi-final win over Jo-Wil- 
fried Tsonga on Centre Court. 

A few hours later, top seed 
Nadal joined Djokovic in 
Sunday's final after shattering 
Andy Murray's Wimbledon 
dream with a comprehensive 
5-7, 6-2, 6-2, 6-4 win over 
the British fourth seed. 

Nadal's victory means the 
Spaniard will be given an 
early opportunity to remind 
Djokovic that he may only 
have a temporary lease on the 
number one spot as he chases 
an 11th Grand Slam title. 

Nadal leads 16-11 in 
matches against Djokovic, al¬ 
though the Serb has won all 
four of their encounters this 
year. 

"For me it's a dream to be 
back in the final," said Nadal 


after his win 
over Murray. "I 
feel sad for 
Andy, he de¬ 
served to be in 
the final. It's 
tough for him to 
lose this match 
today, but I 
wish him all the 
best for the rest 
of the year. 

"I think I 
played very 
well. To win 
against Andy I 
had to play my 
best tennis and today I played 
my best tennis." 

Earlier, an ecstatic 
Djokovic said reaching the 
final and gaining the number 
one ranking represented the 
realisation of twin childhood 
dreams. 

"It's difficult to put into 
words," said Djokovic. "This 
is one of the best feelings I've 
had on a tennis court. My 
dreams are coming true — 
into my first final at Wimble¬ 
don. 

"I've been working all my 
life for this. I've been dream¬ 
ing about playing the final in 
Wimbledon since I started 


playing tennis when I was 
four, so to be there in the final 
on Sunday will be fantastic." 

Tsonga meanwhile said 
Djokovic would be a worthy 
world number one after a sea¬ 
son which has seen him reach 
the last four of all three 
Grand Slams, a run which in¬ 
cluded his second Australian 
Open crown. 

"I think he's the best 
player in the world for the 
moment. He won the Aus¬ 
tralian Open. He got to the 
semis at Roland Garros. And 
now he's in final here," 
Tsonga said. "So he's maybe 
the best."

Optimistic Costa Rica, 
Colombia chase Argentina 




SAN SALVADOR DE 
JUJUY (AFP) - While all 
eyes were yesterday on Ar¬ 
gentina's tournament curtain- 
raiser against Bolivia, 
Colombia and Costa Rica are 
geared up for their Copa 
America opener today at 
Jujuy. 

Although the Argentinians 
are hot favourites to win 
Group A, second spot looks 
up for grabs and Costa Rica 
will be doubly keen to make 
the most of their last-minute 
invite following the with¬ 
drawal of Japan owing to the 
fallout from the deadly 
tsunami three months ago. 

Coach Ricardo La Volpe 
will in particular hope for a 
strong showing as he wants 
to show what his Central 
Americans are made of, par¬ 
ticularly as his side will later 
go up against his Argentinian 
compatriots. 

La Volpe is Buenos-Aires 
born and was the reserve 
goalkeeper in the 1978 Ar¬ 
gentine World Cup side but 
this month his loyalties are 
firmly with the ’Ticos' as they 
look to make the most of 


their invitation to the party 
for the fourth time after 1997, 
2001 and 2004. 

Colombian counterpart 
Hernan Dario 'Bolillo' 
Gomez will likewise be ex¬ 
pecting his side to get off to a 
flier as they target a second 
win after 2001, when they 
lifted the crown on home soil. 

Whereas Costa Rica have 
a largely inexperienced side 
the Colombians will be ex¬ 
pecting their strikeforce of 
Porto star Radamel Falcao 
Garcia and Teofilo Gutierrez, 
who plays his league trade in 
Argentina with Racing Club, 
to put three early points on 
the scoreboard. 

Even if the likes of former 
greats Faustino Asprilla and 
Carlos Valderrama are no longer 
around to call upon, Gomez cer¬ 
tainly expects the 'cafeteros' to 
get through the pool. 

"If we don’t get through 
the first round of the Copa 
America then I'm off - that 
much is clear. That is, I shan't 
so much just go; they'll fire 
me," said Gomez as he 
looked forward to the open¬ 
ing encounter.
